Wiesenthal assisted in 
the capture of Eichmann, who 
was tried and hung in Israel in

Q—How serious is peptic 


ulcer? Will it cause stomach 
cancer? 


A—Peptic ulcer is not to be 


taken lightly, because of two 
complications that may occur 
in persons whose ulcers are 
causing little or no distress. 
An ulcer may erode the wall 
of the stomach or duodenum 
to the point of perforation. 
This allows the stomach con- 
tents to escape into the ab- 
dominal cavity and set up a 
severe peritonitis. The ulcer 
may also erode a blood vessel 
and cause a severe hemor- 
rhage. 


An ulcer in the duodenum 


(just beyond the outlet of the 
stomach) will not b e c o m e 
cancerous but an ulcer in the 
stomach itself may. For this 
reason most surgeons prefer 
to remove true s t o m a c h 
ulcers. 


Q—Is age a factor in the 


cause of bleeding peptic ul- 
cers? Can they be cured? 


A—F a c t o r s that lead to 


bleeding include chronic al- 
coholism, 
severe 
emotional 


stress, high blood pressure, 
hardening of the arteries and 
excessive use of aspirin, cor- 
tisone, phenylbutazone 
and 


similar drugs. Age is not a 
factor except as it contributes 
to hardening of the arteries. 


Some surgeons treat this 


type of hemorrhage by freez- 
ing the stomach. Others pre- 
fer to promote rest by giving 
sedatives and not allowing the 
victim to get out of bed. 
Transfusions 
are u s u a l l y 


needed. If these measures do 
not control the bleeding, the 
abdomen must be opened, the 
source of the bleeding located 
and the ulcer removed. 


Q_What diet should I take 


for a duodenal ulcer? What 
other treatment is necessary? 


A—During the acute phase 


a bland diet of milk or gelatin 
every two hours b e t w e e n 
meal's during the day, plus 
antacids, will get the healing 
off to a good start. A wide 
variety of diets have been 
used successfully for the later 
stages of treatment. The main 
thing is to avoid highly spiced 
foods, bran or whole wheat, 
raw vegetables and raw fruit. 


Q—About two hours after 


my e v e n i n g meal I get a 
gnawing distress in my stom- 
ach and an urge to eat. Could 
this be caused by an ulcer? 


A—This type of history is 


typical of a peptic ulcer but 
a test of the acidity of your 
g a s t r i c j u i c e a n d X-ray 
studies should be done to con- 
firm the diagnosis.

NEW YORK (AP) - The new 


television season so far seems 
to consist primarily of a lot of 
pretty good old movies and a lot 
of mediocre series made for 
television. The movies are doing 
well but some big trouble is 
brewing for some of the fledg- 
ling series. 


While it is too early for the 


three major networks to make 
firm judgments about canceling 
programs in midseason or even 
earlier, a number of the new 
shows that have landed at the 
bottom of the popularity lists 
are already marked unofficially 
for premature death. 


Orders are in for some re- 


placements— NBC has given the 
green light to start shooting an- 
other police series and CBS has 
a new game show on a front 
burner. There are conferences 
on emergency replacements. 


On the other 
hand, 
some 


shows that were not given much 
of a chance in the preseason 
days are working out very well. 


"The Carol Burnett Show" 


had its CBS premiere as the un- 
derdog of Its Monday night time 
spot, and is surprising the ex- 
perts by waltzing out far ahead 
of the competition-NBC's "I 
Spy" and ABC's "Big Valley." 


Another surprise is the strong 


showing of CBS's "Gunsmoke," 
moved from a late Saturday po- 
sition to the beginning of the net- 
work's Monday night schedule. 
The program, ironically, was 
canceled by CBS last season, 
then given a reprieve. 


The secret of success for 


many a show is its position in 
the schedule. One of the most 
Interesting programs of the past 
weekend, NBC's documentary, 
"Our 
Endangered 
Wildlife," 


could not have been in a worse 
position for a program of its 
kind and probably attracted a 
compartively small audience. It 
came on the end of a program 
of light entertainment on a Fri- 
day 
night— an 
evening when 


many adults stay away from 
television anyway.

with a 60-day jail sentence or a 
fine of $109, Congressman Belts 
points out. 


The obvious commentary is 


that while a private citizen has 
the constitutional right to stop a 
search of his home without a war- 
rant the Census Bureau violates 
the spirit of the law by intruding 
an outrageous questionnaire in 
lieu of an armed officer. 


The citizen can, of course, re- 


tire under the umbrella of the 
Fifth Amendment, making all his 
answers read: "idon't know," or,

Hurricane 
May Spare 
Texas Area

BROWNSVILLE, Tex, (AP) 


- 
Small but violent Hurricane 


Fern threshed toward the north- 
east Mexican coast today with 
Indications that It might spare 
Texas areas still relling from 
the ravages of Beulah, 


Storm experts of the Weather 


Bureau said It appeared the new 
hurricane would veer more to- 
ward the west and strike inland 
tonight between the Mexican 
port of Tampico and the mouth 
of the Soto La Marina River. 


The Soto La Marina empties 


Into the Gulf of Mexico about 90 
miles north of Tampico, and 
ttiis would put Fern's center 
more than 200 miles south from 
Brownsville. 


At 5 a.m. the Weather Bureau 


placed the powerful center, with 
winds up to 85 miles per hour, 
near 
Latitude 22.8 North and 


Longitude 95.0 West, or about 
200 miles east of Tampico and 
250 miles southeast of Browns- 
ville. 


Unlike most such 
tropical 


storms which usually are born 
far out in the Atlantic, Fern 
sprang Into life Monday In the 
gulf. 


Fern 
churned toward 
the 


Tampico area, already threat- 
ened by flood waters loosed by 
Beulah and just now nearlng the 
sea, curled a little northwest 
and earlier today appeared to 
be headed for a point about mid- 
way along the 260 miles of 
coastline between Brownsville 
and Tampico. 


The Weather Bureau urged

warning against tides up to six

Thieu Firmly 
in Power

SAIGON (AP) -His election 
as president validated, Chief of 
State Nguyen Van Thieu seemed 
firmly In power today. But one 
young Buddhist nun burned her- 
self to death and militant Bud- 
dhist sources threatened 110 
more fiery suicides In their anti- 
government campaign. 


Premier Nguyen Cao Ky ap- 


pealed to the Buddhists to stop 
demonstrating and return to 
their pagodas. Spokesmen for 
the militants replied that dem- 
onstrations would go on until the 
government met their demands. 


Politically ambitious Buddhist 


leaders want Thieu, a Roman 
Catholic, to rescind a charter he 
signed in July recognizing a 
moderate sect as South Viet- 
nam's mother Buddhist church.

Trl Quang, in the sixth day of 


a protest vigil in front of Inde- 
pendence Palace, where Thieu 
has his office, said he was sorry 
that the Buddhist nun had killed 
herself. He said he would have 
stopped her If he had known of 
her plans. 


But Tri Quang added that if 


the government does not rescind 
the charter there was a possibil- 
ity of more self-immolations. 


Eleven Buddhists resorted to 


self-immolation 
in a violent 


campaign Tri Quang led last 
year to topple the Thieu-Ky mil- 
itary government. Ky, now vice 
president-elect under Thieu, put 
down 
the 
disturbances 
with 


troops. 


It was not certain whether the 


suicide of Le Thi Cue, 20, in the 
center of Can Tho, the largest 
city in the Mekong delta south 
of Saigon, was related to the 
Buddhist protests. 


Authorities said she set her- 


self afire to protest the Buddhist 
charter but other sources said 
the nun's superiors had not giv- 
en their approval for her action. 


Last Thursday and again Sat- 


urday, 1,000 monks and nuns 
marched on the palace to de- 
mand that the charter signed in 
July be thrown out. Another 300 
marched last Sunday.

Voicing opposition to the ces- 


sation of bombing alone, the 
Missouri Democrat's proposal 
for a test halt in military action 
was expected to plunge the Sen- 
ate into a second round of de- 
bate this week over Vietnam 
policies after Monday's lengthy 
discussions. 


Symington, just back from a 


trip to Vietnam, Laos, Thailand, 
the Middle East and Europe, ex- 
pressed concern about Soviet 
encroachment Into the western 
Mediterranean. 
He Indicated 


this as one reason for suggest- 
ing a dramatic peace move in 
Vietnam. 


Symington did not rule out 


any form of warfare in his 
speech. 


Further specifics of his plan 


were expected to be clarified in 
Senate debate on the prepared 
remarks. 


Symington said It 
appears 


"the political objectives of the 
United States have now been 
achieved through the creation, 
by means of free elections, of 
the president 
Saigon govern- 


ment." He added that U.S. mili- 
tary objectives "have never in- 
cluded the Invasion of North 
Vietnam, or the occupation of 
Hanoi, or the taking over of the 
government of North Vietnam." 


Symington .said the United 


States is "overcommitted and 
overextended" 
throughout the 


world. He said the Soviets are 
improving their military posi- 
tion in the Middle East.
